The Indulgence consisting of 
12 lines, has the four opening 
words printed in Caxton’s type 
8, the rest in his type 7. 
Below there are two woodcuts

The first page has a splendid 
woodcutborder on 3 sides, engraved entirely in line and cont. 
figures of birds, amorini, beasts, etc. interwoven with a 
floral scroll. 

The translation has been made by Adelard of Bath, an 
Englishman. Adelard or Bethelhard was one of the greatest 
philosophical authors of the 13th century and travelled 
through Spain, the North of Africa, Greece and Asia Minor. 
That he knew greek is almost certain; but it has not been 
determined whether this translation of Euclid was made 
from the Arabic version or from the original. 

On either supposition the instance of English mediaeval 
scholarship is a striking one, and Bethelhard is one more 
disproof of the theory of the blank ignorance and obscu- 
rantism of the Middle Ages. (Bibl. Chem.-Math.)
